The True and Primitive Signification of the Wards, 
as uſed among the beſt Authors, is given, alnaſt all. 
Metaphorical and Borrowed Significations being laid 
aſade, that ſo the Learner might nat only have pure 
Words, but alſo a clear under ftanding of their Meaning.
